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Admission 

The Museum is open every day in the year, excepting the Fourth of July, Thanksgiving Day, and Christmas ; on 
weekdays, 9 A. M. to 5 P. M. (November 1 to March 1, 4 P. M.) ; Sundays, 12 M. to 5 P. M. Admission is free on 
every Saturday and Sunday and on public holidays. On other days the entrance fee is twenty-five (25) cents. Children 
under fourteen years of age are not admitted unless accompanied by an adult. The number in charge of one person is 
limited to ten. 

The doorkeeper will receive the entrance fee. Canes, umbrellas, cloaks, and packages will be checked by the doorkeeper 
without charge. The publications of the Museum and photographs of the objects exhibited are sold in the room to the right 
after passing the turnstile. A Visitors* Book for the entering of names will be found on the desk in the corner. Comments 
and suggestions will be gladly received from visitors. 

The public lavatories with retiring rooms for cases of illness are reached from the transverse corridor back of the main 
stairs (women to the right, men to the left). The use of wheel chairs in the galleries may be obtained without charge by 
application at the Catalogue Office, With an attendant the charge is $ 1 .00 per hour. Those desiring to avoid the fatigue of 
the stairway may obtain the use of the service elevator by applying at the Catalogue Office. 

The Restaurant in the basement of the Japanese wing, reached by the corridor to the left from the main entrance, is open 
to visitors from 11 to 3.15 (a hot lunch from 1 1.30 to 2) daily excepting Sundays. 
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Collegiate Courses, Preliminary 
Announcement 

IN the year 1909-10 the Museum proposes to 
offer two collegiate courses, beginning in Febru- 
ary and running through the second semester of 
the college year. The fee for each of these courses 
is $5. Blank forms of application will be sent on 
request ; early application is desirable, as the number 
of students in each course is necessarily limited. 

It is hoped that the present plan may be con- 
tinued, by which regularly matriculated students in 
certain colleges in the vicinity, whose work is satis- 
factory to the colleges, may credit one of these 
courses toward a degree, and Boston teachers 
toward a promotional examination. 

1 . Design in the terms of Drawing and Painting ; 
with special reference to examples in the Mu- 
seum. Dr. Denman W. Ross and Mr. Edgar O. 
Parker. 

Lectures with exercises and problems. Lectures 
on Mondays and Fridays at 4 P. M. ; conferences 
after the lectures. 

This course is equivalent to a course to be given 
by Dr. Ross at the same time in Harvard Univer- 
sity, and it will cover the ground of the two courses 
Dr. Ross has been giving in the Harvard Summer 
School. The course is planned for teachers of 
drawing and painting, and also for those who prac- 
tice the art as a profession. 

2. Observation of Pictures. Miss Alicia M. 
Keyes. One picture is studied each week with 
special reference to the use of color, and exercises 
in observation of color and light in nature are con- 
stantly required. 

Lectures and exercises Saturday, 10.30 A. M. 
to 1 2.30 P. M. ; conferences by arrangement. 

This course is supplementary to the one given in 
1908-1909, but it is open also to persons who 
have not taken the earlier course. As the work 
is primarily intended for teachers, applications from 
persons not engaged in teaching will be kept on 
file until February 1 5 and then answered in the 
order in which they have been received. 



Private Instruction at the Museum 

THE use of the Museum classrooms and lecture 
hall is open to any persons or organizations 
desiring to illustrate single lectures or courses of in- 
struction by the collections, and presenting creden- 
tials satisfactory to the Director. The Museum 
assumes no responsibility for this instruction and the 
form of any public announcements must be sub- 
mitted in advance to the Director. A lantern and 
an operator will be provided for those making use 



of the Museum lantern slides. Illustrative objects 
from the collections may in certain cases be shown 
at the discretion and in the care of the Department 
to which they belong. The use of the room is 
free. For the lantern a charge of $2.00 for each 
occasion will be made to cover the cost to the 
Museum in labor and otherwise. 

The offer of this opportunity continues a course 
adopted from the opening of the old building. A 
Memorandum upon Education adopted by the 
Trustees in 1 883 and printed in the Annual Report 
of that year announced that the policy of permitting 
classes in art to occupy rooms in the Museum would 
be continued in any future extension of the building 
and collections. In this memorandum the Trustees 
stated that they " have not considered it necessary 
to do more than satisfy themselves that the direction 
of these classes was in good hands, not likely to 
bring discredit upon the Museum. They have not 
asserted any further control or right of visitation/* 
In announcing the larger facilities now available for 
similar ends, the Museum desires that this attitude 
be clearly understood.

The first sale took place in the afternoon of 
Tuesday and Wednesday, November 16 and 17. 
It embraced about five hundred prints: A to 
Ez in the alphabetical sequence of engravers.
